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Key Points

* The outlook probabilities issued on March 23rd remain valid and should be used
for flood preparations. However with recent precipitation, the focus for
preparedness operations should shift right on the graph toward the lower
probabilities (60%-25% and lower) with the higher stage values.

« Snowpack ripening and melting expected to be underway next week.

Snowmelt Outlook Discussion:

Temperatures: Warmer temperatures are expected by this weekend and much of next week. These temperatures will ripen
the snowpack and allow the melt process to begin in earnest by late next week. As temperatures continue to warm toward the
middle of the month, the melt process will become more rapid.

Precipitation: Dry and quiet weather conditions are expected through this weekend and into early next week. By late next
week and into next weekend, precipitation chances return to the area. The timing, amounts, and type of precipitation and how
it could impact snowmelt runoff is unknown at this time.
